NILA Marz named Deputy

Local Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Marz has 
received a big promotion. A pro¬ 
motion that is making him, one 
of the most important men at 
the legislature. 

Marz was elected by his fel¬ 
low MLA’s to the position of 
Deputy Speaker. 

When the 26th Legislature 
was opened, just weeks ago, 
nominations occured for differ¬ 
ent positions - such as the po¬ 
sition for Deputy Speaker. 

Marz’s name was put for¬ 
ward by his peers and he was 
elected to the position, by not 
only his own government mem¬ 
bers but also the members of 
the opposition. 

“I was elected by my peers 
of the whole assembly, which is 
our government MLAs and all 
the opposition MLAs. You have 
to be nominated by one of the 
members and then there is an 
election by secret ballot,” Marz 
explained. By being elected as 
the Deputy Speaker, this posi¬ 
tion also includes being the 


Speaker 

Chair of Committees. 

Basically. Marz’s duties in¬ 
clude covering the Speaker if he 
needs to chair for whatever rea¬ 
son, then Marz is the next in 
line to be the Speaker in the leg¬ 
islature. 

“The Speaker usually sits 
during question period, and 
then later on, once the TV cam¬ 
eras are shut off. 1 take over,” 
Marz explained. “The Speaker 
is in charge of the legislative 
assembly building and any¬ 
thing that goes on there. So, 
he or his designate - which is 
me - is in charge of that.” 

The job of Chair for Commit¬ 
tees, which Marz also holds, 
deals with bills which are in the 
process of becoming law. 

“As Chair for Committees, 
which is committee of the whole 


- which deals with Bills that are 
in the committee stage, the 
Speaker is not in the chair - 1 
then resume that responsibil¬ 
ity,” Marz explained. 

Marz says that he is excited 
about his new duties. Despite 
it adding a lot of work onto his 
already busy schedule, he says 
he is up for the challenge. 

“It's exciting. I am very ea¬ 
ger to be involved in it. There 
are quite a few emotions that 
go through you. You are elected 
by your peers and that is a very 
humble thing. It makes you feel 
like you have a high standard 
to live up to. You do a lot of 
reading in a lot of hours, and a 
lot of work,” Marz said. 

Marz will hold this position 
until the next election rolls 
around.

Corporate review, money well spent

Students who use phone 
cells, electronic organizers, 
or any other type of device 
which has the potential to 
communicate with the out¬ 
side world, may soon have 
to leave those communica¬ 
tion devices at home. 

The Board for Chinook’s 
Edge School Division 
(CESD) at their meeting this 
month brought up the fact 
that perhaps schools aren’t 
the place for communication 
devices, such as cell phones 
and other communication 
devices. 

The Board’s largest con¬ 
cerns were new cellular 
phones and personal organ¬ 
izers which now have cam¬ 
eras built right into them, 
allowing them to send the 
images directly from their 
cell phones to someone’s 
email address with fears it 
is breaking the Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Act 
(FOIP). 

FOIP was brought in a 
few years ago to protect stu¬ 
dent's safety, and CESD Su¬ 
perintendent Jim Gibbons 
feels that these communica¬ 
tion devices with cell 
phones defeats the purpose 
of having FOIP in place in 
area schools. 

“We need to do something 
about these devices to be 
covered by FOIP,” Gibbons 
told the Board at the meet¬ 
ing. 

The Board, following a 
recommendation from Gib¬ 
bons, will be going to area 
schools and talking with ad¬ 
ministrators to see if this 
really is a big issue. How¬ 
ever, the main feeling of the 
Board was to ban cell phone 
usage and other communica¬ 
tion devices from being used 
within the school in the 
near future. 

“We need to find out, is it 
an issue? We want to ensure 
the privacy of our students 
so their pictures aren’t 
posted on the Internet,” Gib-

bons said. 

One of the concerns 
brought up was camera 
phones being used in inap¬ 
propriate places like locker 
rooms, where pictures could 
be taken and emailed to 
someone who has the poten¬ 
tial to place them on the 
internet which would not 
only be embarrassing for 
the student, but also break¬ 
ing the rules of FOIP. 

Presently Didsbury High 
School has a policy that cell 
phones are not allowed to be 
used in school. 

“The students can not 
use their cell phones in the 
classroom or anywhere at 
school,” said DHS principal 
Steve Thompson. “We have 
had this policy in our school 
since day one.” 

Thompson says because of 
their policy they have no 
problems with cell phones in 
the school. 

“We know the potentials 
of using a cell phone and all 
the new features they are 
coming out with,” said 
Thompson. “Some policy on 
cell phones is needed.” 

The Superintendent is ex¬ 
pected to report back to the 
Board in the near future, 
after he sits down with some 
of the schools administra¬ 
tors.

Mountain View County is 
set to undergo a corporate 
review and they’ve hired 
the man who wrote the 
book on municipal govern¬ 
ance to do it. 

George Cuff, an independ¬ 
ent consultant from Edmon¬ 
ton, has 25 years of experi¬ 
ence in local government 
under his belt, and is also 
the past president of the Fed¬ 
eration of Canadian Munici¬ 
palities and the Alberta Ur¬ 
ban Municipalities Associa¬ 
tion. 

He is well known for his 
no-nonsense approach to 
the operation of municipal 
government, to the point 
that the phrase, “Have you 
been Cuffed yet” has been 
coined in his honour. 

Mayor Judy Dahl of Olds, 
conducted a review of the 
town in 1999 “Some people 


are afraid of George Cuff, just 
because of his name, and 
they think they might lose 
their jobs,” said Mayor Judy 
Dahl. “But I don’t look at it 
like that. George Cuff is 
thorough. He’ll bring out 
positive qualities and what 
needs to be improved, and it 
will be better for the 
County.” 

Mayor Dahl expects the re¬ 
view will offer widespread 
benefits. 

“It will help County find 
the place where they need to 
be and it’s good for the mu¬ 
nicipalities too,” she said. 
“It will give us a better un¬ 
derstanding of how we can 
support them regionally and 
visa versa. It’s a very healthy 
situation that will be good 
for all parties involved." 

County council voted for 
the review at its January’s 
meeting, following concerns 
by Councillor Liz 
Negropontes that councillors 


were not clear on their roles 
and responsibilities. 

“The basis of municipal 
government is that council¬ 
lors direct the CAO on what 
needs to be done,” she said. 
“Pretty soon, the CAO has 
to enlighten council on 
what’s going on, with 
things like bylaws. What 
happens is that he’s con¬ 
ducting and the councillors 
are listening.” 

Specifically, the review 
will look at the relationship 
between council and senior 
management, the deploy¬ 
ment of personnel, and man¬ 
agement practices, Cuff 
said. 

“It involves interviewing 
all people involved in oper¬ 
ating the county, from 
councillors through admin¬ 
istration down through the 
employees to get their per¬ 
spective on how things are 
operating,” Reeve A1 
Keinmere said. 


Deputy Reeve Dave 
Derksen said he’s not sure 
what to expect from the re¬ 
view, but hopes it will pro¬ 
vide a benchmark. 

“I’ve never gone through 
this kind of review. It’s a 
brand new thing,” he said. 
“I hope they come up with 
some direction. It may be a 
direction I don’t like, but I 
hope some good can come of 
this.” 

The review will cost 
$50,000, but Councillor 
Kathy Blain said it is money 
well spent. 

“I have spoken to taxpay¬ 
ers in my division and asked 
them about a corporate re¬ 
view and they said it would 
probably be the best money 
taxpayers have ever spent, 
to get the new councillors work¬ 
ing in a very efficient manner for 
the benefit of all taxpayers.” 

Cuffs report will go to council 
and will then be released to the 
public, Kemmere said. 
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Province gears-up for the 
2005 wildfire season

said David Coutts, Minister 
of Sustainable Resource De¬ 
velopment. “So far, condi¬ 
tions are pointing toward a 
slow start to this year’s fire 
season. Hopefully, Mother 
Nature will deliver enough 
rain in April and May to 
keep the fire hazard down.” 

Beginning April 1, 
Albertans who are planning 
to conduct any burning ac¬ 
tivity (excluding lighting a 
campfire) within the Forest 
Protection Area will require 
a permit. Permits are free 
and available at any Forest 
Protection Division office. 
Albertans outside the Forest 
Protection Area can contact 
their municipal district or 
county for more information 
about their local fire permit 
regulations. 

Holdover fires pose a par¬ 
ticularly dangerous risk 
early in the fire season. 
These fires spring out of old 


burns that were not com¬ 
pletely extinguished. Any 
Albertans who conducted a 
burn last fall, or over the 
winter months, are re¬ 
minded to visit the burn site 
and make sure the fire was 
completely extinguished. 

Last year, the Govern¬ 
ment of Alberta spent ap¬ 
proximately $198 million 
battling more than 1,600 
wildfires across the prov¬ 
ince. Those fires burnt 
nearly 235,000 hectares of 
land, much of which was lo¬ 
cated in northern Alberta. 

To help reduce the risk of 
wildfire to homes and prop¬ 
erty, Albertans are encour¬ 
aged to practice FireSmart 
techniques. For more infor¬

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Cremona

In light of the four RCMP 
constables from 

Mayerthorpe, a dedicated 
group of hardworking grade 
8 students from Cremona 
School volunteered their 
own, personal time after 
school, during lunch, and 
any other time they could 
find to organize a memorial 
service, and to recognize lo¬ 
cal RCMP officers in 
Didsbury. 

Last Tuesday, March 15 
students, staff, community 
members, politicians, and 
media piled into Cremona 
School’s gymnasium to show 
their respect for the four 
fallen officers. 

The grade eight class 
opened up the ceremony 
with two power-point pres¬ 
entations, giving the statis¬ 
tics on the RCMP, followed 
by a tribute to the 
Mayerthorpe officers which 
were killed by crazed gun 
man James Rosko. 

The students explained 
that there are a total of 
23,000 members in the 
RCMP across the nation, the 
RCMP was established in 
1920, and the first post was 
in Fort MacLeod, Alberta - 
near Lethbridge. 

Greetings were brought 
from various people, includ¬ 
ing Cremona’s Mayor Ken 
Foreman. 

Foreman opened by say¬ 
ing. “They started life like 
all of us. They went to 
school like the boys and 
girls and young teens here 
today, and then they went 
out and got a job.” 

Foreman expressed his 
sympathy for the four offic¬ 
ers, their families and 
friends, and the RCMP force 
as a whole, saying that he 
is proud to live in a Coun¬ 
try where we have such a 
great police force. 

“Those officers chose to 
do what was right and pro¬ 
tect us,” Foreman added. 

Words or remembrance 
were also delivered by two 
local pastors in Cremona, 
before having a moment of 
silence and the Last Post 
being played, while everyone 
in the gym watched pictures 
of the four fallen officers 
flash before their eyes, in 
another power point presen¬ 
tation. 

“I am thankful for the of¬ 
ficers that serve in our com¬ 
munity. We thank you for 
putting your lives on the 
line,” one of the Pastor’s 
said. 

Three RCMP members 
were present for last Tues¬ 
day’s memorial, as well as 
the two Mountain View 
County Constables, mem¬ 
bers from the Cremona and 
District Fire Department, as 
well as members from the 
Search and Rescue depart¬ 
ment. 

Didsbury RCMP Consta¬ 
ble Tim Diebel, who is the 
liaison for Cremona School, 
gave a few words, in re¬ 
sponse to the emotional 
presentation presented by 
the Cremona School grade 8 
class.

Diebel explained how 
their deaths of the four of¬ 
ficers have really touched 
everyone from coast to 
coast, from ocean to ocean - 
especially RCMP officers. 

“They gave their lives,” 
Diebel said. “They were not 
just police officers. 

They were members of the 
communities of 

Mayerthorpe and 

Whitecourt. To so many peo¬ 
ple, they were coaches, 
neighbours, colleagues, fam¬ 
ily and friends.” 

Diebel says that despite 
the fallen officer’s murders 
being something which is 
hard to understand, even 
today, he says the outpour¬ 
ing support from the com¬ 
munity has been amazing. 

“As a police officer coping 
with these past two weeks, 
I have never been more 
proud to live in such a won¬ 
derful community. I was 
touched when I heard that 
the grade eight students 
here in Cremona, had just 
felt compelled to do some¬ 
thing to recognize the serv¬ 
ice Members in their commu¬ 


nity,” Diebel said. “And, 
words really cannot express 
the sincere gratitude we 
have for the citizens of our 
communities who have of¬ 
fered their thoughts and 
prayers and shown their 
support in so many ways.” 

Besides organizing a very 
touching memorial service, 
the grade eight students 
somehow found the time to 
hold a bake sale so that they 
could raise money to pur¬ 
chase two plaques. 

The plaques will be en¬ 
graved with a saying, and 
signed by Cremona School.

A year at Aspen Lodge 


“During the days of Jesus’ 
life on earth, he offered up 
prayers and petitions with loud 
cries and tears to the one who 
could save him from death, and 
he was heard because of his rev¬ 
erent submission.” Hebrews 5:7 

Jesus knew what lay before 
him, the horror of the cross, the 
agony and pain of that weighs 
heavily upon Him in the Gar¬ 
den of Gethsemane. We see our 
Lord in all his humanity, flesh 
repulsing at the idea of what 
lays before him on the cross. 
We hear his bitter cries and 
pleadings that this suffering be 
taken from Him. And yet know¬ 
ing that there was no other way 
he submits himself to the will 
of the Father. “Not my will but 
Thy will be done, Father.” 

Jesus’ pleadings were heard 
and accepted by the Father. 
“Not my will but yours be 
done.” 

And now our eyes are turned 
from the figure in the shadows 
of Gethsemane’s garden to the 
hill above. In the harshness of 
the noonday sun the same fig¬ 
ure of a man is found hanging 
on a cross. The piercing ring 
of nails being driven into flesh 
cause our hearts to jump. His 
piercing voice cuts to the bone, 
“My God, My God why have 
you forsaken me?” 

The weight of the sins of the 
world crush down upon this fig¬ 
ure of a man. The wrath of God 
poured out upon him. One fi¬ 
nal cry from the cross, It is fin¬ 
ished! Father into your hands 
I commit my spirit! Jesus dies. 

The reality of Jesus’ suffer¬ 
ing cannot pass us by. We are 
included in every agonizing 
breath he took. Every drop of 
blood he bled; every striking 
blow of the hammer; every mo¬ 
ment of being forsaken by the 
Father, all this for you and me! 

Why? Why did Jesus die on that 
cross? Wasn’t there a better way? 
Wasn’t there an easier way? 

The writer of the letter to the 
Hebrews shares with us the rea¬ 
son. “He (Jesus) had to be made 
like his brothers in every way, in 
order that he might become a 
merciful and faithful high priest 
in service to God, and that he 
might make atonement for the sins 
of the people.

“We have really enjoyed our 
time here,” said Wynne. “It 
really is a home to us.” 

Wynne had to have a heart 
valve replaced last summer, 
not long after she moved into 


the Lodge. She said everyone 
at the Lodge was so helpful, 
it made things a lot easier for 
her. 

“They were really good to 
me, the girls treat us so well. 
The meals here are very nice, 
and it is always very clean,” 
said Wynne. “They have en¬ 
tertainment here quite often, 
and every Sunday night they 
have a church service. We get 
someone from the Ministerial 
Association, that way we get 
pastors from different con¬ 
gregations and everyone is 
happy.” 

The Lodge has even had a 


pet day, where people can 
bring in their pets to visit with 
the residents. 

“That was really fun,” said 
Wynne. “There is always 
something to do.” 

The Wollens have been sit¬ 
ting with the same two people 
for all their meals since they 
came, as all the residents do. 
This helps the residents build 
stronger relationships with 
the others. 

“Our room overlooks the 
valley, it is beautiful,” said 
Wynne. “They really want 
everyone to feel at home, in 
the afternoons they always 


serve tea, coffee, and treats. 
They also have games like the 
bean bag toss.” 

The residents of the Lodge 
are also given the opportunity 
to take bus trips, on an aver¬ 
age about twice a month. 

The Foot Doctor visits the 
Lodge and they also have a 
hairdresser in house for the 
residents. 

“We have everything we 
need here, we have been very 
happy here I have nothing 
bad to say about this place,” 
said Wynne. “Home is where 
the heart is, and our hearts 
are here.”

It has been a tough few weeks for those of us that are still 
naive enough to harbor some faith in the Judicial System. 
There is the ongoing gang warfare in Calgary that makes us 
wonder if it is safe to go down town, marijuana grow ops 
that spring up faster than they can be counted, the Crystal 
Meth lab in our backyard, the Montana judge that found a 
way to keep the border closed to our cattle, the terrible loss 
of four of our finest young men to a certifiable nut case that 
should have been put away long ago and now after twenty 
years of paying lawyers and court costs the Air India Trial 
is finished and the accused have been acquitted. 

I guess there is some justice in the gang warfare situa¬ 
tion. Latest news is that the prime suspect in at least two 
murders has been found dead so that saves us paying his 
court costs but we can take comfort in knowing that we will 
be allowed to pay for the defense of any number of his asso¬ 
ciates. It has been too easy for us to downplay the mari¬ 
juana problem because we don’t know any actual growers 
and we have been lulled into thinking that marijuana is a 
soft drug and it isn’t all that dangerous. But a big mari¬ 
juana operation is very profitable and any illegal operation 
that makes that much money is going to be marketed and 
controlled by organized crime and organized crime is also 
into prostitution, hard drugs, pornography and all kinds of 
horrible things that you do not want to have anywhere near 
the people you love. 

When the Crystal Meth lab was found in our neighborhood 
I was overcome by a deep feeling of sadness. We have always 
felt very safe here, trusted all of our neighbors, felt that we 
had raised our children in a kind of safe haven and looked 
forward to having our grandchildren enjoy the same peace 
and safety that three previous generations had. Now we are 
not so sure, now we lock our doors, are a little suspicious of 
strangers on the road, wonder where the next lab will be 
found. We have lost something very precious and it is un¬ 
likely that we will ever get it back. 

No one was really surprised when the border did not open. 
Americans are selling their beef at all time great prices so 
why would they want our beef to come in and spoil the mar¬ 
ket. It’s not fair but who expected it to be. And what is fair 
anyway? Was it fair that four bright, healthy, good young 
men, fathers, brothers, husbands, sons, valued members of 
the community should all be slaughtered by a known mad¬ 
man that had terrorized his neighborhood for decades? Is it 
fair that millions of dollars should have been spent on a gun 
registry that is totally useless. Were Jim Roszkos guns reg¬ 
istered? Do you need to ask? Another precious thing lost to 
us, another reason to grieve. 

For twenty long and tedious years the Air India Disaster 
has been in the news and if it has seemed long to us what 
must it have felt like for the people who lost loved ones in 
the crash. For twenty long years they worked at our ex¬ 
pense, lawyers and prosecutors and investigators, forensic 
experts, clerks, bomb experts, researchers, detectives, lab 
technicians, the list goes on and on and on. There are people 
who have spent their whole working career as part of the 
team working on the Air India Disaster. Wouldn’t you think 
that maybe 7 or 8 years into the investigation someone would 
have said, “look men we don’t have very good evidence here, 
let’s pack it in.” Wouldn’t you think that maybe they would 
think about this for another 3 or 4 years and admit that it 
was a lost cause? But no, for twenty years they bumble along 
with poor evidence collected from felons and criminals and 
finally after twenty years they can’t stall any longer and the 
accused are acquitted at a cost of $130,000,000. That’s one 
hundred thirty million dollars. Three hundred twenty nine 
people dead and no one found guilty. And now there is talk of 
an inquiry and we can have the joy of paying for that too. 
Maybe it will only go on for fifteen years. 

These are trying times for those of us that would like to 
keep the faith.

Olson nominated for two prestigious awards 


Noreen Olson, local au¬ 
thor of “The School Bus 
Doesn’t Stop Here 
Anymore”, has been nomi¬ 
nated for the Stephen 
Leacock Memorial Award 
for Humor and the Grant 
MacEwan Author’s Award 
for her first book. 

The Leacock award is 
given out every year to a 
Canadian. Olson was nomi¬ 
nated for the award by her 
publisher, and she met all 
the criteria. In total there 
are 48 nominees for this 
award. 

Leacock, a well-known 
Canadian author, died in 
1944, after writing 35 


books. The first award in 
his name was given out in 
1947. To date, 56 Leacock 
awards have been presented 
to Canadian authors. 

“I was in disbelief when I 
found out I was nominated,” 
said Olson. “Some very well 
known authors have won 
this award.” 

Authors can win this 
award more than once, and 
there are several past win¬ 
ners who are up against 
Olson this year. 

The second award Olson 
has been nominated for, the 
Grant MacEwan award is an 
Alberta award that is also 
given out once a year. 


“I was also nominated 
by my publisher for this 
award,” said Olson. “The 
criteria was that the book 
must deal with things that 
were important to Grant 
MacEwan such as politics, 
history and the environ¬ 
ment. I deal with all of 
those things in my books.” 

This award is presented 
through Alberta Commu¬ 
nity Development, and it is 
not as tough competition 
as the Leacock award. This 
year will be the fifth year 
of the award which started 
shortly after MacEwan 
passed away in 2000. 

“I do have some faint 


hope I will win,” said Olson. 
“I am just thrilled to be 
nominated for both these 
awards.” 

Olson met MacEwan sev¬ 
eral times in her life, and is 
very fond of him and what he 
stood for. 

“He reminds me of my par¬ 
ents and the kind of people 
they were,” said Olson.

Missionaries Bill and 
Ann Beckham made a pas¬ 
sionate and powerful pres¬ 
entation to our parish on 
Sunday, February 27th. 
They shared their experi¬ 
ences in East Africa and the 
details of their work to build 
the Eagles Wings Children’s 
Village, an orphanage 
project. It was during a pro¬ 
longed visit to Africa in 
2001 - 2003 that the 
Peckhams were moved by 
the orphaned children and 
the poverty in which they 
lived. 

Bill and Ann shared 
heart wrenching personal 
stories of their time in 
Uganda. In particular of the 
street children they took 
under their wings and of the 
successes and failures of 
their time with them. While 
there are thousands of or¬ 
phaned children in Uganda, 
mainly due to HIV/AIDS, 
Eagles Wings Children’s 
Village will initially minis¬ 
ter to 25 of the neediest their 
ultimate goal being to grow 
to serving 250 children. 

The most immediate need 
is to raise funds to purchase 
250 acres of land for the 
project. Much of this land 
will be used for farming to 
feed the children and as a 
developmental agricultural 
project with the goal of 
sustainability. The land will 
also be used to grow cash 
crops such as vanilla, cof¬ 
fee, tea, oranges, mangos, 


and peanuts to further pro¬ 
vide for the needs of the chil¬ 
dren. A farm manager will 
be hired who will be respon¬ 
sible to develop the land to 
its greatest potential agri¬ 
culturally. Plowing will be 
done with the use of teams 
of oxen due to the lack of 
machinery parts as well as 
mechanics for repairs. 
There art* two growing sea¬ 


sons, and thus two harvests, 
each year. 

A Power Point presenta¬ 
tion enabled Bill and Ann 
to show us what the village 
might look like. Brick 
houses will be built using 
local materials and local 
grasses will be used for 
thatched roofs. There will be 
rain gutters on each house 
leading to a large cistern. 


Efficient rain catchment 
practices are important and 
will provide water during 
both the two rainy seasons 
and two dry seasons each 
year.A school starting at th° 
Nursery/Kindergarten level 
will be built, as well as a 
place for worship. There is 
a medical clinic nearby to 
provide needed medical 
care, particular for those 


children living with HIV/ 
AIDS .Bill and Ann are be¬ 
ing supported by their par¬ 
ish, Parkside Gospel 
Church in Dauphin, Mani¬ 
toba as they return to 
Uganda this summer, fully 
committed to serving God, 
by trying to make a differ¬ 
ence in the lives of many 
children.

Dear Family and Friends, 

We have so much for which 
to thank God! He has indeed 
answered so many prayers and 
done great things for us. As we 
prepared for the trip to Hun¬ 
gary and Czech Republic we 
were praying that we would be 
allowed the extra pieces of lug¬ 
gage bv the airline so that we 
could move more of our things 
to where we hope to serve. 
Janet is an amazing packer. 
She got so much stuff packed 
into the boxes that some of the 
drawers and cupboards are 
kind of empty, which really 
helps in terms of making the 
move real. 

When we left Jos for Abuja 
to begin the trip, we prayed for 
several things: safety as we 
travelled, being allowed the ex¬ 
tra pieces of baggage, getting a 
place to stay in Abuja, and meet¬ 
ing the driver who would take 
us to the airport and keep the 
car safe while we were gone. All 
of those prayers were answered 
and we are indeed very grate¬ 
ful to God. 

When we got to the airport, 
the check-in people didn’t want 
to allow us to take the extra 
pieces of baggage for free, but 
the lady whom we had met at 
the office the day before was 
there and made it happen. We 
had the packing lists so that the 
people who do the inspections 
wouldn’t hassle us. 

They asked if we were mis¬ 
sionaries and just waved us 
through without looking at 
anything. This was another 
answer to prayer. 

After we checked in, we had 
to tape and secure the boxes. It 


was more difficult than antici¬ 
pated and took longer. By the 
time we finished, both Janet 
and 1 were soaked with perspi¬ 
ration—it was only 7:30 a.m. 
but it was already hot! At 11 
p.m. that same day, we un¬ 
loaded the same boxes in the 
snow in Budapest!

He is opening the doors; 
we just need to walk 
through them in faith. 
Thank you so much for 
your prayers on our behalf. 
Please know that God is an¬ 
swering. 

We arrived at our 
friends' place in Budapest 
about 11 and stayed up talk- 
ing until a bit after mid¬ 
night. The next day we re¬ 
arranged the boxes so that 
we could use what we 
needed while we were in 
Hungary. That afternoon we 
helped set up for the confer¬ 
ence. We canned boxes and 
supplies from place to place 
at the hotel where the con¬ 
ference took place. We got 
to interact with some of the 
people that we will be work¬ 
ing with. One couple that 
had flown in from the States 
as presenters had spent 
some years in ministry in 
another city in Nigeria! We 


house as we were. 

Unsolicited, they told us 
that they were still on the 
mission field because of the 
ministry of Share Education 
Services. The education of 
their children was being 
made positive because Share 
helped them with informa¬ 
tion, resources, conferences, 
and expertise. To say the 
least, this was most encour¬ 
aging to us!! 

The conference started 
on Monday morning and 
we participated as if we were 
attendees. We attended the 
opening sessions, the ple¬ 
nary sessions, and went to 
workshops. We even helped 
to eat the Oreos during the 
snack times. I should ex¬ 
plain that Oreo cookies are 
not available in Nigeria and 
they are not even available 
in Eastern Europe, so some 
who came from the States 
for the conference had 


a few years. He said that the 
number one preventable 
cause of missionaries leav¬ 
ing their field of service pre¬ 
maturely is concern about 
the education of their chil¬ 
dren. He and several other 
mission leaders sat down 
years ago and decided that 
if mission families were go¬ 
ing to stay in Eastern Eu¬ 
rope, they would need at 
least three things: an inter¬ 
national Christian school, 
an organization to minister 
to the educational needs of 
mission families that home 
school and send their chil¬ 
dren to local national 
schools, and an institute to 
teach English. Those three 
objectives have been realized 
by the International Chris¬ 
tian School of Budapest, 
Share Education Services, 
and a fledgling English in¬ 
stitute. 

One new Board member, 


after attending parts of the 
family conference and meet¬ 
ing with the Board for the 
first time, told us that we 
would be working with good 
people. That impressed us. 
It was also borne out by our 
own experience. We went out 
to dinner with Jack and 
Beth from the Budapest of¬ 
fice and Michelle from the 
Prague office. We talked 
about what they do and 
what we might be involved 
in doing. We also got to see 
them as people who have a 
real concern for the minis¬ 
try to missionaries in East¬ 
ern Europe and Central 
Asia. We will be working 
with ordinary people whom 
God has called to a particu¬ 
lar ministry and enabled to 
do it well. We pray that we 
will fit into that calling. 

Wednesday, we had vol¬ 
unteered to go with the mid¬ 
dle-school-age kids on an 


outing. I should explain 
that it was below freezing 
most of the time, often with 
a very chilly wind. Janet and 
I had bought warm gloves 
and a stocking cap at the 
nearby Tesco, but when we 
heard that the kids were 
going to the zoo, we were 
worried about keeping 
warm. We talked with the 
lady organizing the outing 
and she wasn’t sure 
whether we would be at the 
zoo or at a local mall. 

We went dressed in extra 
clothes-1 was wearing my 
pajamas under my jeans! We 
first took public transpor¬ 
tation to the Pizza Hut and 
had lunch. The kids were 
unbelievably well behaved! 
They did normal things for 
kids their age, but were very 
obedient and helpful. After 
lunch we proceeded to the 
West-end Mall, our favorite 
in Budapest, where the kids 


made their own treasure 
hunts. For the first 45 min¬ 
utes they had to find things 
for the next group to answer 
or locate or do-in one case, 
have a guy use the sample 
perfume atomizer! They re¬ 
turned to the meeting place, 
exchanged the question part 
of the scavenger hunt, and 
went off to find answers. 

They had a great time, 
did a lot of things that they 
don’t often get to do where 
their families live-oflen in 
more remote areas of East¬ 
ern Europe. We had some 
chances to chat with these 
kids, find out where they 
live and what they are do¬ 
ing. We also got to know the 
lady in charge, whom we 
later met again in Prague. 
She works full-time with 
Share. We thoroughly en¬ 
joyed the outing.

QUESTION: My 13-year-old son is at the full bloom of 
adolescence. I'm suspicious that he may be masturbating 
when he's alone, but I don't quite know how to approach 
him about it. Should I be concerned, and if so, what should 
I say to him? 

DR. DOBSON: I don't think you should invade that 
private world at all unless there are unique circumstances 
that lead you to do so. I offer that advice while acknowl¬ 
edging that masturbation is a highly controversial subject 
and parents differ widely in their perspectives on it. I will 
answer your question, but I hope you understand that bet¬ 
ter men and women than I will differ radically and emo¬ 
tionally with what I will say. 

First, let's consider masturbation from a medical per¬ 
spective. We can say without fear of contradiction that there 
is no scientific evidence to indicate that this act is harmful 
to the body. Despite terrifying warnings given to young 
people historically, it does not cause blindness, weakness, 
mental retardation or any other physical problem. 

If it did, the entire male population and about half of all 
females would be blind, weak, simpleminded and sick. Be¬ 
tween 95 percent to 98 percent of all boys engage in this 
practice — and the rest have been known to lie. It is as 
close to universal behavior as is likely to occur. A lesser 
but still significant percentage of girls also engage in what 
was once called "self-gratification." 

As for the emotional consequences of masturbation, only 
three circumstances should give us cause for concern. The 
first is when it is associated with oppressive guilt from 
which the individual can’t escape. That guilt has the po¬ 
tential to do considerable psychological and spiritual dam¬ 
age. A boy may promise a thousand times with great sin¬ 
cerity never again to commit this despicable act. Then a 
week or two passes, or perhaps several months. Eventu¬ 
ally, the hormonal pressures accumulate until nearly every 
waking moment reverberates with sexual desire. Finally, 
in a moment (and 1 do mean "a moment") of weakness, it 
happens again. I am convinced that some teens have thrown 
over their faith because of their inability to please God on 
this point of masturbation. 

The second circumstance in which masturbation might 
have harmful implications is when it becomes extremely 
obsessive. That is more likely to occur when it has been 
understood by the individual to be "forbidden fruit." I be¬ 
lieve the best way to prevent that kind of obsessive re¬ 
sponse is for adults not to emphasize or condemn it. Re¬ 
gardless of what you do, you will not stop the practice of 
masturbation in your children. That is a certainty. You’ll 
just drive it underground — or under covers. Nothing works 
as a "cure." Cold showers, lots of exercise, many activities 
and awesome threats are ineffective. Attempting to sup¬ 
press this act is one campaign that is destined to fail -- so 
why wage it? 

The third situation around which we should be con¬ 
cerned is when the young person becomes addicted to por¬ 
nographic material. The kind of obscenity available today 
has the capacity to grab and hold a boy — it's usually a boy 
— for the rest of his life. Parents will want to intervene if 
there is evidence that their son or daughter is heading down 
that well-worn path. 

The fourth concern about masturbation refers not to 
adolescents but to us as adults. This habit has the capac¬ 
ity to follow us into marriage and become a substite for 
healthy sexual interaction between a husband and wife. 
The implications of that for a meaningful sex life are obvi¬ 
ous. 

So what should parents say to their kids about this sub¬ 
ject? My advice is to say nothing after puberty has occurred. 
You will only cause embarrassment and discomfort. For 
those who are younger, it would be wise to include the 
subject of masturbation in the "preparing for adolescence" 
conversation I have recommended on other occasions. Dis¬ 
cuss the subject openly and confidently before it has be¬ 
come an issue in the child's personal experience. 

Those are my views, for what they are worth. I know 
my recommendations will be inflammatory to some people. 
If you are one of them, please forgive me.

Because he himself suffered 
when he was tempted, he is able 
to help those who are being 
tempted.” Hebrews 2:17 

In these last few weeks, all 
of us have felt something of the 
terrible misery of what it means 
to be human and suffer from 
temptation. For a short time 
the mask has been stripped 
away and we caught a glimpse 
of hell in human hearts - the 
hell of lovelessness, of hatred, 
of our willingness to consume 
each other. But it is precisely 
at this point - at the grave site 
of four fallen sons - that Chris¬ 
tianity if it is to have any mean¬ 
ing at all must begin to make 
sense.

salvation for us. Here we come 
to the very heart of Easter, the 
very heart of God.
